Mfa PRESIDENT: At the last session of the Council a point of 
order was raised about the treatment of supplementary questions in 
regard to which the members of Government, not being prepared with 
' immediate replies, ask for notice. I promised to go through the matter. 
I hnd that the practice hitherto followed is described in the note to 
Standing Order 19 (section 36 of the Manual). I have carefully gone 
into the question and have studied the papers from which the present 
practice originated. 

The note to section 36, although it worked smoothly under the old 
constitution, has become practically unworkable in the present enlarged 
Council. The principal difficulties are — 


(T) suppleiuenlaiq^; questions are now very numerous; 

(2) repoi'ters are not always ready with their transcripts in time, 
particularly so in the shorter sessions; 


(3) it is not always possible to find members in order to read over 

to them the question as transcribed by the reporters, or for 
the members to find the reporters; and 

(4) where the session is over within 15 dajrs the membRv of Govern- 

ment can ^ nothing until he knows that the questtoiif^ 
intends under section 19 to press for an answer next sespiim*

'Whenever a notice is demanded, although it will ordinarily mean 
fifteen days’ notice, I shall be willing to admit supplementary question 
at short notice on receiving a copy of the supplementary question from 
the member bnt the House is aware of my limitations, »\e., I have to 
do, so with the consent of the Member of Government concerned. 

Jn the previous session I gave my definite ruling that “ subsequent 
meeting ” in section 35 means a meeting within the session. In my* 
opinion, supplementary questions of which notice has been demanded 
will lose much of their importance if they are not admitted at short 
notice under section 24. Section 36 supports this view by the words 
** in which case the supplementary question shall be treated as a fresh 
question to be answered at a suhseqttent meeting of the Council,** 
The words '' to be answered at a subsequent meeting ” have, in my 
opinion, been used solely to encourage the speedy disposal of such 
question otherwise these words are quite unnecessary in the standing 
order. 

I rule that in future when there are meetings within the session 
supplementary questions of w'hich a member supplies a copy will be 
treated as fresh questions for the same session and if they are not 
objectionable under the rules will be foi-warded with the least possible 
delay to the Administrative DepaHraent concerned with the recom- 
mendation for the consent of the member in charge to answer at short 
notice within the session. If the members do not get their replies 
before the session ends section 19 will come into operation and the 
member concerned wnll have to intimate to the Secretary his desire 
to have replies at the subsequent session. The members will be able 
to glean from the official report supplied to each member what supple- 
mentary questions he asked at the previous session and he will there- 
fore be in a position to intimate to the Secretary 15 days before the 
commencement of the next session his desire to proceed with his 
question. 

I shall carefully watch how the practice works and I sha-ll be very 
glad to effect improvements if and when any difficulty arises.

I am directed to inform you that the attitude of Government 
towarda the acceptance of ofiice as Chairman of a district board by a 
Government servant, who is elected Chairman, is not fully understood 
and it appears dejjirable to state clearly the policy of Government in 
this matter. 

2. There is no legal bar preventing any member of a district board, 
including a Government servant, from being elected Chairman, but 
Government have, under section 22 of the Local Relf-Govemn^ent 
Act, the powei’ to withhold approval should the members make an 
unsuitable choice. 

3. The Governor, acting with the Minister for l/ocal Self-Govern- 
ment, wishes to make it clear that, should an official be elei'ted Chair- 
man of a district board, ordinarily, approval to such an election will 
not be granted. As, however, it is not desirable to fetter absolutely 
the choice of district Iwuds, approval may be accorded when the cir- 
cumstances are exceptional, e.//., when the members of *a district 
lioard are practically unanimous and when the official is particularly 
well-fitted for the post and is able to do full justice to it without 
detriment to his official duties. 

In addition it should be noted that no Government servant should 
become a candidate for election as Chaiiman of a district board with- 
out obtaining the approval of his immediate official superior. 

4. It has l>een decided also that the eligibility of Government 
plelders and public pi-osecutors shall be subject to the same conditions. 

Government pleaders and public pnisecutors were, in I^al Self- 
Government letter Nos. 1141 /45, dated the 9t,h April, 1920, classed 
as oflicials whose election would not be approved by Government. 
Subsequently in letter Nos. 565/69 T., dated the 8th October, 1920, 
they were classed as non-officials and their election as Chairmen 
approved. In future, however, the policy laid down in paragraph 3 
above will be followed in regard to public prosecutors and Govern- 
ment pleaders. Their election will not ordinarily be approved except 
in the special circumstances set forth and they should not become 
<^atididates without obtaining the approval of the District Magistrate 
or Collector.

In doing so I shall like to say a few words about its fnwntions* 
This little Bill is intended to cure two defects in the Village S^*<3ovem- 
ment Act. Union boards, as every body knows, have limited incomes 
and few can afford to maintain a dispensary of their own. The idea, 
therefore occurred to Government, as it had occurred to other well- 
wishers of union boards also, that two or more boards might, by clubbing 
their resources, be able to maintain dispensaries jointly to serve the 
medical needs of the people living in the unions under their charge. 
Buies for the management of such dispensaries through joint com- 
mittes were actually drafted when it was discovered that the Village 
Self-Government Act gave union boards no power to combine in order 
to manage dispensaries and similar institutions or to work through 
committees. This defect can only be remedied by legi^tion. The 
Bill enables union boards to unite in order to establish and maintain 
not only dispensaries but primary schools and infirmaries for the treat- 
ment of animals, on a joint basis and to set up committees for managing 
these institutions. Power is given to include outsiders in the Com- 
mittees as it is desirable that those who subscribe liberally to dispensary 
or school funds should be eligible for a voice in the management of 
these institutions. Joint management tends to give rise to disputes, 
and there must be some outside authoritji armed with powers of control 
over the committees. The Bill, therefore, confers on district boards 
the same powers of control as they possess over the proceedings of union 
boards. 

I now come to the reasons for giving union boards power to 
establish and maintain veterinary infirmaries as well as schools .and 
dispensaries for human patients. Last year some union boards in the 
Faridpur district expressed a wish to combine in order to maintain 
veterinary dispensaries. Not only were they unable legally to combine 
for management of an institution, but it was doubtful if the Act gave 
them any power to incur expenditure on veterinary from the union 
fund at all. ifelSOtfAhe amendment of the Act is necessary to give 
them this power also. 

As remarked in the Statement of Objects and Reasons the Bill is 
permissive only. No obligation is laid on union boards and no pressule 
will be brought to bear on them to take advantage of the changes 
made in the Act. The Bill, in fact, recognises that the represelftativ^ 
of the village people muet be regarded as fhe best judges of the objects 
On which the mon^ raised by local taxation will be spent. If they

I will now, Sir, witb your permission, explain briefiy wby Gbvem- 
ment bave considered it necessary to introduce a Bill of tbeir own 
instead of seeking to amend Dr. Eumud Sankar Bay's Bill. There are 
two main reasons : The first is that in tbe opinion of Government 
Dr. Ray's Bill went too far in the direction of eliminating official 
control. He proposed to make Government service a disqualifica- 
tion for election from among certain classes of medical practitioners and 
to introduce an element which might not consist of medical men at all. 
The maintenance of medical qualifications and standards is a matter of 
serious importance to tbe general public and at a time wben tbe demand 
for medical education is increasing, it is very necessary to guard against 
any tendency to relax these qualifications and standards. There is a 
possibility that pressure may be brought to bear with this object and it 
is, therefore, necessary that the body which deals with the question 
should have a fairly conservative outlook in that respect, though at the 
same time it should be as representative as possible of the medical 
profession. The difference between the two Bills in this respect is so 
fundamental that it was felt that to amend Dr. Ray’s Bill in this sense 
w^ould entirely alter its character. The second reason is that there 
were certain minor amendments in the Bengal Medical Act which have 
been found tq be necessary but for which Dr. Ray’s Bill did not provide. 
As it would have been necessary to introduce a separate Bill for this 
purpose, it was thought lo be best to introduce a measure which would 
oover the whole ground. 

The scope of the present Bill has been explained in the Statement 
of Objects and Reasons. As regards the constitution of the Council the 
salient features are the extension of the elective principle and the 
reduotipn of the number of Government nominees by four. The Council 
will become body than before but no maximum or minimum 

number has been fixed. The amendment of section 10 is designed to 
ensure that the term of office of all members shall expire simultaneously 
and not on varying dates. The amendment to section 19 is intended

Salaried system of Linotype operators. 

Mr. K. C. RAY CHAUOHURI: T l»eg to move that this Council 
recommends to the Government that the Linotype operators who are 
now working under the piece system he placed on a salaried basis. 

The Linotype operators affected by this motion are employees of 
the Bengal Government Press. On more than one occasion I have dis- 
cussed the real hardship of piece-workers under Government employ. 
As a result of the acx!eptance of my resolution by the then Finance 
Member, a Committee was appointed in Decemlier, 1925, with Mr. 
MoAlpin as Chairman, to inquire into the grievances of the piece- 
workers in the Bengal Government Press. That Committee, of whi<^ 
I was a member, after a thorough and sifting inquiry submitted a un- 
animous report in June, 1926, and nuwle certain recommendations but 
the Government has been very slow indeed to give effect to the vital 
items of our recommendations. I must apologise for straying from my 
motioBS. I only wanted to remind the House how slowly Government 
moves the miseries of manual workers under Government 

employ. I would only take a couple of minutes to give you a n»ugh>. 
idea of how the Lino operators fare at the Bengal Government Preen at 
Alipore* Just picture for a moment the lino operators* room 
in the Bengal Government Press— the operator sitting at his desk. Se 
sits there anxiously waiting upon the salaried section-holder Ipr like 
distribution of his day's work.. After the allotment of the work he h** 
hi#ay a visit to the mechanic^ a salaried hand, and ask hain 
maebine^^^ Thus yim see that the Lino oporaii^ is i|t 
salaried men for starting his day’s weo^

Lino operator who, after correction, has to pay a second 
ideih to the pressman for a second impression and thence back to the 
•eetiondiolder and to the second proof-reader. The chain goes on and 
a thirds impression has to be taken and correction made by a salaried 
Myiser. After further correction, a fourth impression has to be taken, 
which is called a clean proof and is sent to the author as final proof. 
It is clear, therefore, that a Lino operator has to depend on at least 
seven salaried men from allotment to the <^ompletion of work and if 
any of these men fails to 4^ bis work properly the poor Lino operator 
has to pay for that. 

But apart from all these, the Lino operator has some special impedi- 
ments to meet. Allowing^ that the section-holder is prompt, that the 
portera are prompt, in fact if all the salarieil hands mentioned above 
on whom he has to depend so much are prompt, there are several other 
factors which are in no way less important in the determination of the 
Lino operator’s fate. Take for instance, electricity. If the elet;trio 
wire is fused or becomes in any way defective, the machine cannot be 
worked and consequently the poor Lino operatoi has to sit idle for hours 
together and at times he has to go back to his house without any earning 
on the principle, “ No work, no pay,” Again, if the gas pipe is out of 
order, that also means loss of time to the poor Lino operators for the 
machine would stop unless the supply of gas is regular. The Lino 
operator has also to depend for the proper accomplishment of his day^s 
work on the adequate supply of water without which also the machine 
becomes unworkable. Even when everything else goes right there is 
the machine itself. It so happens sometimes that the machine would 
net work, the regular supply of electricity, gas and water uoiwithstami* 
ing. It is then said to be out of gear and a mechanic has to be called 
in |e set it right ; and as there is only one mechanic in the Press and 
not always a competent man the helpless Lino operator has often to 
letnm home without any earning if the mechanic cannot set the 
madiiiie right ^ 

8ir,' l now come to the question of pension of these Lino operators* 
The role es to pension of these Lino operators is at present the same 
as llilit of other pieco-woikers, which is, that the pension of a piece-

Tliat in view of the fact that the Lino operators have to work in 
close proiciinity to the heated furnace in which t3rpe material is 
constantly melting and in view of the fact that the fumes and vaponn 
constantly arising out of the forms are gravely injurious to healthy 
this Conference is of opinion that the liino operators should be allowed 
to retire on half pension after 15 years' service. 

Sir, the Lino operators, as do all piece-wodeers in the Bengal Govern* 
ment Press, get the benefit of only 16 days' leave in a year. They do 
not enjoy the benefit of public holidays, Sundays, privilege leave, 
casual leave and medical leave, like the salaried hands. The leave rules 
are most un8atisfactor>^ One Mr. Glave, an Anglo*Indian, had been 
working for the last 8 years or so as a permanent Lino operator in the 
Bengal Government Press, He was suffering from consumption and had 
to absent himself for some time. He was given the sack, for there stands 
the iron inile—a piece-worker cannot get more than sixteen days' leave in 
a year, no matter whether he be ill or in any way disabled accidentally. 
He is still suffering from the disease. Sir, I can give you facts and figuics 
ill support of my argument that the hard labour which the Inno 
Operators have to do pivs the vicious and injurious atmosphere in which 
they have to work, ruin their health within a very short time. I con- 
sider, therefore, Sir, these leave rules must be modified. I said in this 
Council two years ago in December, 1925, in regard to the lot of this 
same unfortunate piece-workers. I know from personal experience 
that the Bengalis of the compositor and distributor classes cannot 
possibly keep good health and appearance and attend to many of the 
social and religious functions with 16 days’ leave in the year. Whan 
g J miA4|hcse men on Monday (this refers to my visit to the 
Governm^ii^i||p|8 in December, 1925), in the presence of Mr. Norton^ 
i saw the paleness and cheerlessness writ largely on the faces of these 
Ifiece-workCrs and drew the attention of Mr, Norton to this. My 
Cpatention is that these Lino operators are State emjdoyees and they 
should he treated on Uie same basis as other State enqpjoyees. 

In August, I asked in the Council why the lino operntors jn 
tile Bengid Press are so differently treated from thoee in the eih|iteF

The machinemen and inkinen sent a petition to the Superintendeht 
oompliining against Mr. Davis^ who lost his temper and abused the 
Hf>slem complainants, in most objectionable language which I do not 
wish to repeat, on the 19th Bei'ember, which caused serious tension, 
l^e second cause of dissatisfaction is the arbitiaiy^ dismissal of ^ han^^ 
within the last 6 weeks. A thiid cause is lack of impartiality on tb^ 
part of superior odicers. One Abala Kan to Ray, a compositor, was ma^ 
permanent over the heads of many senior mCn. This man is suppose^ 
to be a favourite of a certain officer and an infoimer to inform about 
the strength of the Press Employees Fnion. etc. In fact this kind of 
favouritism shown to a mistry by the name of Fasil, was one of the 
causes of that serious strike at Lillooah Workshop on the 23rd of 
January, 1928u Pampered by one of the Bura>Sahibs of this larg^ 
Railway Workshop at Lillooah, Fusil terrorised the workers and hil 
summaiy^ dismissal at my I'equest paved the way of a settlement of 
that strike. My information is that Abala Kanto, a favourite of tbe 
Press officials, a man who was heavily fined by a Magistrate of Alipore 
for assault, is acting the part of a teriorist and causing great disoontehi 
among the Press employees. A fourth cause of the present discontent 
among the Press employees is the attitude of the Superintendent. Ife 
dislikes the idea of his men joining a Trade Union and seems very much 
upset by the growing strength of the Press Employees Association of 
which I happen to be the Yio^President. He forgets that the Ti^e 
Union Act of 1^9 is a law of the land and a Trade Unionist is no longer 
to be treated as a conspirator or a rebel and has, after the passit^ ol 
riiat Act, a legal status. 1 have on more than one occasion urged 
Mr* l9brton to constitute a Works Committee and in fact the McAlpia 
Oommittee unanimously recommended formation of such a Committee. 
The Qovemment of India has its Works Committee functioning satis^ 
factc^y in the Government of India Press in Hastings Street, but 
Mr# Horton would have none of it. His idea of managing a large pre|« 
eiiieUishment is that he must rule it with an iron hand and none should 
his d^ctatcgial powers and the result is discontent. The dii^

# lino operating staff at Alipore is 13 plm 7 apprentices. HiOie 
apprentices, all Anglo-Indians, are wholly superituous, for there are only 
13 machines. In case of a vacancy, trained operators are easily aviil« 

able. 

A starting pay of Bs, 00 a month with usual iucrement will average 
about Rs. 100 a month as against an average of Bs, 125 a month in 
Government of India Press and the increased cost will not be more than 
Bs. 400 a month if salary is introduced. 1 would, therefore, recommend 
that the Finance Member ^ pleased to increase the Press grant in the 
budget by Rs. 6,000 for this purpose. 

Mr. W. L. TRAVERS: The mover of this resolution has traversed 
a considerable ground in moving it, and as a member of the Committee 
to which he refers — ^the Committee that was appointed to consider the 
grievances of the Government Press staff at Alipore — I should like to 
make a very few remarks. First of all the Committee did find a certain 
amount of what they thought was justifiable grievance, and made certain 
recommendation for the removal of this grievance to Government, and 
if Government has made innovation to set that right, I think the services 
will be very justly and equitably treated. But, Sir, I must protest 
against the remark of Mr. Ray Chaudhuri against the Superintendent 
of that Press. At the time the Committee made the investigation, at 
any rate they were convinced that Mr. Norton treated the employees 
under him with great consideration and kindness. liastly, at the time 
when the Committee made their report, I strongly opposed the eugges* 
iion that piece-work should be abolished and I do so still. In my mind 
piece-work is the just manner in which an efficient and hard-working 
|f^|^|^an can earn good earnings, and I do not see any reason why ha 
sbo^Q ^;^^di|| |i ved of those earnings in order to raise the salary of the 
workmen whoaii slack.

ABDUL KARIM S Sir, in sup|K>rting this resolution I mu^t 
t the case is a very hard one indeed. I think the piece-workers’' 
dewrves favourable consideration. The hon'ble mover has stated 
the CM very fully, and he has given details which require very careful 
coasidei^tion.* If it^is a fact, and I believe this is a fact, that on 
ceri^ occasions these poor operators had to go home without earning 
a single pice and that for no fault of their own, it is certainly yery 
regrettable. If on account of the failure of electricity or gas they fail 
to earn anything, their case really becomes hard. Again, I underotand 
that after years of hard work they practically get nothing in the way of 
pension. In these circumstances I believe that it is a case which 
deserves very favourable consideration, and I hope and tiust the Hon’ble 
kCember in charge will take into his kind consideration Ihe case of these 
poor operators. 

Mr. M. A8HRAF ALl KHAN CHAUDHURIS I think this resolu- 
tion requires a good deal of consideration — poor people like the press 
men are concerned. And, as we understand, they work on what is 
termed, the piece system which means no work, no pay. It is absolutely 
true that this is the best way of paying one, and this is also the best way 
of. earning money, that is to say, you. work more and you get more, you 
work less and you get less. This is very well said alK)ut malariao 
stricken places where a man after two or three days’ work has fever and 
c^ot work, and thus loses his earning. But here the case is quite 
different. Again, these press men know nothing but their special sort 
of work. If they were ordinary coolies or lalwurers we might have 
un4prstood that they left this work and went to do something else, 

I, therefore, think it is very hard for these poor men if they are told 
that the machine has broken down and you have no work and will get 
nothing. On these grounds I support this resolution.

<^o not apply to the Bengal Press. If the mover wants to use the argu^ 
ment that because the Government of India presses h^ve adopted a 
oe^in system, the Bengal Government Prose should follow, I do not 
think that the mover would like us to follow this to its logical oonclu- 
gion and to adopt their leave rules. Our leave rules are far more 
^nerotts than theirs. I have said that the piece-work system prevails 
in Europe, and as a matter of fact the piece rates in Calcutta, which 
we have adopted, were prepared by Mr. Norton, based on the latmt 
schedules in force in London. For the same reasons the piece-work 
system is considered the best for every productive branch of labomr* 
and in our press the lino operators, mono operators, compositors, 
machine men, binders, and the like are all on the piece-wbrk basis. 
This piece-work system ^as examined in gi’eat detail by the Committee 
appointed by the Government of India in 1922. That Committee 
found in its favour and recommended that it should continue. The 


system is, from its nature, economical and ensures an outturn of work 


proportionate to the wages earned. If the piece-work system were 
abolished, the cost of printing to Government would most certainly 
increase, and the men on a salaried basis could not be paid salaries 
equivalent to their present rates of pay. As a result of that the more 


expert operators would lose. 


Ml*. Travers has mentioned a Committee which met last year and 
of which the hon’ble mover was a member. I have gone through 
that Committee’s report very carefully, and I do not find that thi^ 
question was ever raised before that Committee. That CHimiiiittee 
made not one of which referred to the piece-work 

system. 


This demand for the abolition of the piece-work system .dogs not 
oome, at the present moment certainly, from the men t^maelyei^ The 
men know perfectly well that if this system is change^ into a nys^ f j py 
of daily or monthly pay, they would earn undoul||sdly less than f| 
prosent.

4. The case of local boards and district boards is somewhat different 
and the tests are not easy to apply, but an endeavour should be made 
to follow the same principles in dealing with nominations to these 
bodies also.

MEMBER in ohorge of DEPARTMENT of FINANCE (the HM’ble 
Mr, A. Marr): To what I said yesterday on this resolution, I wish to 
.;§44 o o e more jremark . There is a slight diff erence Qf .opiBiou JsgtsrOJBn 
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mover and myself as regards the extent of the pieee-work system. 
Bince yesterday, I have obtained from office the London Scale of 
J^ces, and this contains an agreement between the lioudon Society 
of Compositors and the London Master Printers' Assot intion and the 
Newspaper Proprietors’ Assm'iution which lays down the whole scale 
of piece-work throughout all press work. The second part of this 
compilation repeats the agreement l)etween the Ijondon Master Printers* 
Association and the London Society ot Conipositoj's and gives tlnr 
complete list of prices at which, at the reiiuest of the (tnnpositors 
themselves, the piece-work system is carried out. I shall be glad to 
show the hon’ble member this book if he cares to see it. 

Mr, K, C* RAY CHAUDHURI: It gave me a rude sIicm k yesterday 
to witness the sad s}H‘<*taclc ,0'l a very thin House whiui I discusvsed the 
bread question of manual workers cmploy(‘<l in the (iuvcrnmeiil Press 
at AlijKU’e. Indeed, tlie slun k was still gi'cat«*r wluui resjH>nsible 
members kept puiqmsely out in the lobby when it was m> turn to sjnuik 
in reply to the Hon’ble Finance Member who opposed my lesolution. 
The Treasury Benches were not only empty, but no non-otlicial member, 
with the exception of sonu*' of my Moslem friends, would give me a 
hearing, and whenever there was a rlisr u.ssion in this llousi* about tho 
grievances xyf poor raiyats or labouring r-lasses or tire dej>resse«l classes, 
members generally walked out or kept out. This jrersistiMjl atliimle 
on the part of the repu\setrfaiives of the jH'ople, hacked l>y the salaried 
servants of the (’I’owrr^ constitutes in my humhle opinion the darkest 
chapters in the history of the demo<Tatic. experiment which wtr urr* now 
going through. Instead of tho j><¥>r liinotypH^ o})t‘ratorH’ earmirrgs if 
r had discussed the Presidmuy (’ollege or Bethune (’(dh'ge affairs on 
the Harfal day, the Hmise certainly would have been full, arul iherrr 
would have been a general scrambling of sireech-making, llowrrver, 
the poor man in India must suffer until be can discriminate beiw<M*n 
friend and foe. 

Sir, I am grateful to Maulvi Abdul Karim. Mr. M. Aslirsd Ali Khan 
Chaudburi and Mr. Mukeiji for supi^rrting m> lesolufion \ester(lay. 
I am soriy^ that Mr. Tniveis opjwwcd the motion. In reply to him, 1 
would say that I have great ies|>ect for Mr, Norton, the iSui>erinten- 
dent, who has done a lot of gmal things in the iKist for- the pn^s 
employees. The only fault I have to find with him, as I sairl yester- 
day, is that he could not countenance the idea of a Tiahour Union. 
This is wrong and should be strongly condemned. He must be inform- 
ed in clear terms that the I.alM>ur Union was utA only goo<l for the 
workers, but also for the employees. liet him procure a copy of the 
report of the All-India Telegraph Union from my friend Mr. Barton, 
the Secretary, and ex-member of this Council. lict him peruse the 
remarks of successive Direrrtors-General of Telegraph regarding the 

8 
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good work that the Union was doing. Mr. Travers said that the piece 
system was a good thing; certainly so from the empolyer’s point of 
view. Would he be surprised to hear that almost all the printing 
presses of Calcutta have given up the wonderful system as no good, 
even from the employer’s jwint of view. I do not condemn the piece 
system in certain industries as, for example, coal, tea, and jute, where 
cost of production is a vital factor. The Hon’ble Finance Member defend- 
ed the piece system on the ground that in all skilled trades in Europe and 
the United States of America that system prevailed. I am afraid, 
the analogy is not sound, for the simple reason that in most of these 
trades as, for example, the coal mining tmde in England, there is 
8U(di a thing as minimum wages or basic wages, below which wages 
cannot fall, however slack the trade is. My second i)oint is that the 
rates of w'ages in the British printing trade for piece-work are six 
to seven times of that paid by Mr. Norton in Alipore. I have got a 
copy of the fjondon Scale of Prices for compositors’ work, issued by the 
London So<*iety of (’ompositors (Nx>. 7-9, St. Bride Street, Ludgate 
Circus). The contrast between the pie<‘e system as it actually works 
in London and in Calcutta w'ould be vividly manifest from the fact 
that for composing a |)ie<*e of royal octavo — size 20 ems by 46 ems — 
an English c(nnpositor earns in l.ondon Its. 0-4, w'hile his comrade in 
(’’alcutta will thank his stars if. after his work being subjected to 
various pruning processes by tiie supervising staff, he can get Be. 1-12. 

I am sorry the Hon’ble Member had not gone through Ihe volumes of 
pafKMs on the subject of piece-work. Had he done so, he w-ould have 
been surprised to find that almost all the presses in Calcutta have given 
up the i)iece system. The East rndian llailway Press, the Eastern 
Bengal Baihvay Press, the “ Statesman ” Press, the “ Englishman,’^ 
Press, the Foiward ” I’ress, the Calcutta Corporation Press, Thacker 
Spink & Vo,, the Caledonian Press, the Edinburgh Press, and Lall Chand 
& Co., have found the piece system no good from a commercial point 
of view, and soane of tliem ns. for example, the Calcutta Corporatioa 
Press, print the same kind of things — budget, statement, raport, etc. — 
as the (Government Press in Alii)ore. The real difficulty about the 
piece system is that the .salaried hands, who supervise or supply 
materials, etc., do not play the game. In fact, the salaried superviserg 
gain nothing by promptness. In a colliery, w'here the poor Sonthal 
miners are ignorant and illiterate, the salaried supervision of the 
Bhadralog type are only to eager to help, Wnuse of the extra pieces 
they earn from the coal cutter whose coni tubs are measured for pay- 
ment of wages. In the jute mill, there is piece system in the weaving 
shed only; there is a good hun^labuft l>etween the salaried Babus and 
the weavers w'ho co-operate splendidly for the sake of extra gain. In the 
press, however, conditions are different: The piece-hand compoaitcHr 
and the salaried supervisor belong to the Bhadralog class, and both 
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iu*e educated, aiidjieuce there is no chance of the salaried man takiniy^ 
advantage of the piece system. 'Hie Ilon’ble Member was wrong when 
he said that the demand for salary did not come from the Linotype 
operators. I hold a copy of the |)etition sent to Mr. Norton, signed 
by the 13 Linotyiie operators on the 13th of January, in which they 
complain about non-payment during leave, or any otlier gazettisl or 
public holidays. They further state that all the Linotyfie oi>ei*ators 
in presses of Calcutta, (Government or private, aie paid on a salaried 
basis; but they are not. lliey, therefore, jmiy to bo placed on the same 
system of pay. This petition is the complete answer to the Ilon'ble 
Member’s allegation. The ITon’ble Member s|K)ke about the increased 
earnings xvf the piexe-liands. This is n(»t lanaie out by facts, lik 
reply to starred question No. 75 in this {’ouncil, on the 14th December, 
1927, the Hon’ble Member said: “ Tt was noticed by the 1‘iece-Workers 
Committee that the earnings of piec€*^workers were decreasing. (W- 
tain remedial measures were recommended, ett*.” Sir, 1 luvld in my 
hand a statement of earnings of different Linotyj)e operators from July 
to December, 1927. Take Ilemanta K. Ifanick; he drew Its. 170 in 
July and August, oi an average of Its. 85 |hm’ month. Tlis earnings 
tell to Ks. 112 in December and Januarv, or an average* of Its. 56. 
Take another case: Akshay Kumar Sen drew Its. 99 it) .lnl\ and August, 
or an average of Its. 4!l-8; his earnitigs fell to Its. (iS in December 
and Januarv, or an average of Its. 34. Then Mr. S. M. Emmanuel, 
an Anglo-Indian gentleman, drew Its. KM) in July and August, or an 
average of Its. 51), and his earnings fell to Its. 56 i)) December and 
January, or an average Its. 28. I am e.\ce(*dingly sorry that the 
Hon’ble Member could not see his way to have this matter enquired 
into by a Committee, in view of convincing facts and figures 1 have 
placed before this House. I appeal to him once again for reconsidera- 
tion. I would be only too pleased to place at his disiM)sal my services, 
if he decides on a proper investigation. Tliere is nothing to ])revent 
him appointing a Departmental Committee and calling me, or the 
Secretar>* or the President of the Press Kmplc)yc*es Assoc iation as a 
witness.

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Mr. M. ASHRAF ALI KHAN CHAUDHURI: Sir, in mavinR this 
raolution, I will try to marshal certain chief and salient features in 
logical sequence, to justify the scheme for the increase in pay and 
pri6spect8 of the Ijower Division Assistants of the Bengal Secretariat. 

Now, as everybody knows, there are two divisions — one is called 
the Upper Division, and the other the liower Division as regai‘<ls 
Assistants in the Secretariat. I shall first of all deal with the quali- 
fications required of the Tiower Division Assistants and h(»w they are 
recruited. Lower Division Assistants are recniiled by competitive 
examination which is held solely for that purjxme, but although the 
minimum qualification is that of a matriculate, the aca<l(‘mical (p ali- 
fications of the candidates who appear at that examination are in no 
way less than the qualifications of the candidates who sit for the 
examination held for the recruitment of V)>per Division .\ssistants. 
The defined duties of the Tx»wer Division Assistants aie mainly of a 
routine character, that is to say, they start files, iliaries 

letters, find out the connected papers, and so on. They 
put the papers up to the dealing Assistants wlio aie rj>pei’ Division 
ones, who in their turn put up not(‘s on the cases to the officers con- 
cerned, and also draft correspondence for their appioval. Now, this 
latter w’ork is very ini])ortant, and let us see what actually is the state 
of affairs. About 45 ])er cent, of the Louei Division Assistants are 
engjiged in doing the responsible work which the Tpper Division 
Assistants have got to do, and this is all the moie true in cases of 
those departments in w'hich the number of F])])er Division Assistants 
is very limited, that is, below the ratio ot I to 2. I may add that, 
generally the ratio of the Tipper Division Assistants to Lc^wer Division 
Assistants is 1 to 2. Now, the starting pay of the Upper Division 
Assistants is Its. 125 per mensem, and tliis goes up to IN. 501) |wr 
mensem, while that of the T>ower Division Assi.stants is only Its. 
a month, going up to Ks. 150 a month. Of cour.se, there is a selec- 
tion grade for L(>wer Division Assistant.^ from Its, 17-) to Hs. 2tM) a 
month, but this is only limited to 10 per cent, of the strength of Jiower 
Division A.ssistants. Thus, you will see that it takeh ab(»ut 12 years to 
get Rs, 100 a month, and it takes about 24 years to reach the maximum 
pay of Rs. 150 a month. Now, we can veiy well understand that 
this is not a living wage. Well, in 1910, a (Vmimittee, which is known 
as the McAlpin Committee, was appointed. That f’oinmittee inquired 
into the pay and prospects of the Assistants of the Secretariat. The 
Writers’ Buildings Association of Assistants juessed for a starting 
pay of Rs. 75 per month for Lower Division Assistants, hut the 
McAlpin Committee did not accept the suggestion. The Committee 
based its decision on such things as house-rent, wholesale prices of 
foodstuffs and other necessaries of life. But I would submit that this 
was not a correct or proper procedure to follow, for the reason that 
h Lower Division Assistant who gets about Rs. 00 or Rs. 100 a month

does not buy bis foodstufis or any other articles at wholesale rates. 
As a matter of fact, nobody does — not even those who g:et Rs. 600 
u month or Rs. 5 a month. This was in 1910, but since 1910 — it is 
about 17 years— things have changed. The present economic condi- 
tions, us we all know, are absolutely different from what they were 
in 1910. ICverything is very much dearer than it was 17 years ago. 
House-rent has gone up, educational expenses of children have gone 
u]), the prices of foodstuffs, clothes, etc., have gone up, railway fares 
have gone up — indeed the cost of all necessaries of life has gone up. 

I shall now try to compare the pay of Lower Division Assistants 
with the rates of pay prevailing in other Government offices. Fitst 
of all 1 shall take the pay of the Lower Division Assistants of the 
Ooveriiment of India Secretariat. The starting pay is Rs. 80 a month, 
and it ends at Rs. 800 a month ; there is also a selection grade of 
Rs. 800 — 850 a month. The McAlpin Committee compared the pay 
of the two Sec'ietariats and observed the rate of j)ay in the Imperial 
Secretariat was higher, because it was the controlling or checking 
authority over the juovincial Governments. I submit that in view of 
the altered circumstances ]>revailing in these days, that argument does 
not hold good any longer. With the advent of the Reforms, the work 
of the ]*rovin(‘ial Secretariat has l)ecome co-ordinate with the work of 
the Imperial Secretariat as regards the imp»)rtan(‘e of the work done. 
Further, while the work of the Imperial Secretariat has diminished 
in complexity and importance, there has been a corresponding increase 
in the impoitam'e of the work in the Provincial Secretariat, the result 
being a i)arity among the two Secretariats. Therefore, the argument 
based on the diffeicnce in standard of the work done falls to the 
ground. 

I shall now comj)are the jmy of the Lower Division Assistants in 
the Bengal Secretariat with that of the 8ulK)rdinate offices of the 
Government of India which are located in Cab utta. Let us take the 
case of the offi<e of the Auditor-General, India, and that of the 
Accountant-General, Bengal, which is in Falcutta. The Auditor- 
General’s office controls the office of the Ai'countant-General. The 
degree of control exercised by the Auditor-General’s office over the 
Provincial Accountant-General’s office is much greater than the control 
exercised by the Imperial Secretariat over the Provincial Secretariat.

Yet the G(»vernment of India has recently sanctioned a revised 
scale of pay for the clerks of the Auditor-General’s office, which hai 
become virtually the same as that of the clerks of the Accountant- 
General’s offices. For instance, the starting pay of the Auditor* 
General’s office is Rs. 70 and ends at Rs. 2^10, while the pay in the 
Aceountani-General’s office in Calcutta starts on Rs. 60 and ends at 
Rs. 230. Now, the case of the J 40 wer Division Assistants of iha 
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* Imperial Secretariat and4he Provincial Secretariat l»eing parallel to 
that of the Auditor-Generara ofiBce and the Accountant-Generara 
offices located in the various provinces in respect of similarity of work, 
it may be expected that the Lower Division Assistants of the Beiifral 
Secretariat should get the same treatment as regards pay as has l)een 
accorded to the clerks in the Accountant-Generars offices. It is inter- 
esting to note here that the pay of the Accountant-General’s office clerks 
prior to the recent revised rate was less than that of the clerks t>f 
the Bengal Secretariat. I will now state the pay in the offices of the 
Accountant-General, Posts and Telegi*aphs, and Account ant-Genend, 
Central Revenues. The pay of clerks in these two offices has Wn 
revised, and the starting pay has Wn made Its. (‘>0 and the inuxiinuni 
Rs. 230, and all these offices are in {\ilcutta. 

I will now state the test for entrance into the Clerical Division 
of the Secretariat — I mean the Lower Division. The test for l>ower 
Division Assistants seems very much stiffer than the test for the 
Accountant-Generars offices in Calcutta. The clerical duties in the 
Secretariat are, to iny mind, more onerous and conij)licated than the 
work in the Accountant-Generars offices. It may he said that the 
work in the Accountant-General’s offices is more tci'hnical and, there- 
fore, the clerks should get more pay. It may be said, on the other 
hand, that clerks in the Lower Division of the Bengal Secretariat 
have sometimes to i)erform the work of Upper Division Assistants, 
and therefore T think this gives me an additional ground atul aigu- 
nient to put forward to you that the pay of the TA)wer Division 
Assistants should be at least half the maximum salary of the Upper 
Division clerks. 

From these facts I think T have made out a case for the ]M)or 
Assistants of the Lower Division c»f the Se< retariat. I fervently hope 
that Government will find their way to mete out a treatment to these 
Assistants that they really deserve. Remember, Sir, that where there 
is a will there is a way. The acceptance of my resolution will mean 
a body of happy, contented and efficient workers and better health 
and more help to their efficient masters. 


BABU illTENDRALAL BANNERJEE: I beg to move, by w’ay of 
amendment, that the motion of Mr. M. Ashruf Ali Khan Chaudliuri 
do take the following form : — 

This Council recommends to the Government — 

(t) that a revised time-scale of pay of Rs. 70 — 70 — 80*8-240 — 240 — 
250 with a selection grade of Bs. 275 — 300 be sanctioned for 
the I/ower Division assistants ’of the Bengal Sfcretftriat; 
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(n) that vacancies in the Upper Division should, as a rule and m 
the normal course of things, be filled by promotion from the 
Lower Division; and 


(Hi) that the percentage of Upper Division posts filled by such 
promotion should, in no case, be less than 66§rds per cent, 
of the total strength of the Upper Division/’ 


My amendment is, practioelly speaking, not so much an amende 
ment, as an enlargement of the resolution that has been moved by my 
friend over there. His resolution is chiefly concerned with the ques- 
tion of pay, but I have introduced the question of prospects alsd,. 
namely, proHjH^cts of promotion to the Upper Division. I should, there- 
fore, confine myself flr.st of all to the question of prospects. 

So far as these two divisions are concenied, I may infoim the House 
that, before 1889, there was no division whatever in the Bengal Secre- 
tariat. This division was first intimluted in the year 1889; and at 
that time then‘ was a provision that 50 i)er cent, of the rpi>er Division 
Assristants should he recruited from the Tjower Division. This bifurca- 
tion continued for four >eurs only. In 1894 the two divisions were 
iimalguinated, and this amalgamation lasted till 1910, when the division 
was again introduced. Since then, tliere has heeji a further handicap, 
and so far as tin* Lowtu' Division clerks are concerned, only dH per 
cent, of them ai(‘ now eligible for pronu)tion to the Tapper Division. 
Considering the e.xiguous strength of the ri)per Division, consider- 
ing that the cadre is very small, this means that theie is hardly any 
chance of promotion for l/ower Division Assistants. I urge that the 
fonner system should ho reverted to, that either the division into two 
classes should he done away with altogether, xvr, if (tovernment per- 
sists in keeping up the division, then, nonnaJly and as a matter of 
course, vacancies in the Upj>er Division should he filled by promo- 
tion from the Lower Division. 

As regards the question of pay, my })n>}K)sal is a very modest one. 
At present the scale of pay is from Rs. (iO rising to R^. 150 in the 
coTirse of *J5 years. What 1 propose is that the starting pay should be 
Rs. 70, rising to Rs. 250 in the (‘ourse of 25 years’ sendee*. So far 
as this suggestion is concenied, I am fortified by what has been done 
in the Simla Secretariat. In the Simla Secretariat, the T.K)wer Divi- 
sion Assistants receive pay starting fronj Rs. 80 and rising to Rs. 300. 
Their qualifications are absolutely the same, and the nature of work 
performed ^ also absolutely the same, but the scale of pay is very 
different ^ivnd much higher. Of course, I shall lie told that the Simla 
Secretariat has a higher status. Most probably that is so; but the 
qu«^8tion of higher status cuts both ^ays. For instance, so far as the 
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A^tar-Oeneral’s office is concerned, it stands in much the same rela- 
tion to the various Accountant-General’s offices as the Imperial Secre- 
tariat stands to the Bengal Secretariat; and yet the clerks of the 
Auditor-General’s office receive the same scale of pay as the clerks in* 
the Accountant-General’s offices. 

So far as the question of status is coiu^uneil, there ivS another jioint 
to be considered. If it be granted that the Simla Secretariat has » 
higher status, it must be ctmceded at the same time that the Bengal 
Secretariat has n higher status than the various Accountant-Gencrars- 
offices, because these are in fact only offices of heads of departments. 
I^et us see what pay the clerks in the Accountant-Genenirs offices get. 
They start on a 8alar\' of Its. GO and gradually go \ip io Its. 2d0». 
whereas the Secretariat clerks start on Its. GO, but stop at Ks. 150. 
I beg that this anomaly should be removed, and considering that tlu*- 
qualifications of the Assistants and the nature of the work in the- 
Bengal Secretariat are the same as in the Imperial Secretariat, the 
clerks in the former should be phoed as much as [Mwsible on tlu* same 
level wdth the latter. My ])ro|H).sal is bvr a scale ranging from Its. 70’ 
to Ks. 250. Nor will it mean any extravagant additional expcmli- 
ture on the part of Government. The present a\erag(‘ cost is Its. 00; 
but if my amendment is accepted, the average <(ist will be about 
Rfi. 148, so that, considering the total strength of the IiOWt*r Division- 
A-ssistants, the ultimate annual cost to Governm<*nt wdll amount to 
something like a lakh of rupees. But even that will not tak(‘ place- 
w’ithin the next ten years, and the additional cost to whiih Govern- 
ment will be committed in tlie imnuuliate prc.sent will not exceed 
Rs. 10,000. Gonsideriiig the iirmlest scale proposed by me and con- 
sidering also the useful Neivi<es remhued b\ th<‘se iH‘o])h‘, 1 hope Gov- 
ernment will not oppo.se my amendment, but w'ill accej)t it. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. MARR: 1 am afraid I must oppose this reso- 
lution, and also the amendment pnqwsed by my friend Babu Jitendra- 
lal Bannerjee. The mover of the resolution referred to a (Vimmittee 
of 1910 and to the c^mditions that prevailed then, but he omitted to 
mentirm to the House that the whole position was reviewed in 1921 by 
the Ministerial Officers Salary Gommittee over which Mr. Mc^Alpin 
presided. I .should like to quote a small portion of tlu* paragraph in 
which this part of the Secretariat w as dealt wu'th in that refK)rt 

“ The pay of the wdiole establishment of the Secretariat was revi.sedf 
in the year 1910; that of the Tx/wer Division was changed in the year 
1919, and a time-scale introduced. Gur proposals for the prtwnt revi- 
sion of pay are based on tbe rates in existence before 1919, as the main 
object of the revision of that year was the improvement of the pay of 
the Lower Division for the benefit of the existing incumbents who 
had memorialised Government on accx)unt of the increase in prices/'' 
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Then they went on to suggest a scale. On their arguments, the exist- 
ing scale hae been adopted, namely, a probationary period of two 
years on Rs. 60; then confirmation on Rs. 65, rising to Rs. 150, with 
a selectLcm grade at Rs. 175, rising to Rs. 200 for clerks of special 
merit, limited to 10 per cent, of the Lower Division in each depart- 
ment, who have been at least three years on the maximum of the time- 
scale. That is the present position, and that scale was fixed in 1921 
and was based on the prices prevailing in 1919. Conditions since then, 
so far as the cost of living is (oncemed, have improved, and I think 
this will be admitted by all. The cost of living has certainly decreased 
since 1919, 1920 and 1921. Therefore, there is no ground, as far as 
I can see — considering the cost of living — fx>r increasing the time- 
e(^ale pity then arrived at. Apart from that, I can see no other justi- 
fication whatsoever for paying clerks, whose work is largely routine, 
more than they are getting now. 

The mover of the resolution said that a certain number of clerks 
in the TiOwer Division are doing the work of Upper Division clerks. 
That is tine to a certain extent, lliese are clerks of sjKH’ial merit who 
can look forward to promotion to the T’pper Division. As a general 
rule, clerks in the Lower Division, who remain in the Lower Division, 
do mostly routine work, and for such work it appears to me that a 
scale of pay starting from Rs. 65 and rising to a maximum of Rs. 150, 
with a (diance of getting into a selection grade, is (juite sufficient. 
Comparisons have been made by the hon’ble mover and by Babu 
ditendralal BannerjtH^ betwetm the sc'ale of i)ay in the Bengal Secre- 
tariat and the (Government of India offices and the Accountant-General's 
office.

Now, it is ti'ue that the clerks in the Accountant-Generars office in 
Calcutta are on a scale somewhat similar to that proposed by these 
n>solutions, but, to my mind, a comparison with .such an office is 
beside the point, because the nature of the work done is altogether 
different, and different qualifications are required of the clerks there. 
Apart from that, however, the Government of India can apparently 
afford to give high salaries to their clerks in Calcutta, but, in our 
opinion, their rates lU'e extravagant, and there is no necessity what- 
soever for the local Government to follow the Government of India 
slavishly in a (juestion like this. From the point of view of their 
finances, the Government of Bengal simply cannot afford the extra 
expense. Ten days hence, when the budget comes to be presented, 
you will fiiid that ns our finances stand at present, we can afford no 
new expenditure whatsoever. ^ When we are giving a scale wbick, tA 
our opinion, is an adequate "scale, I see no justification lor increasing 
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i|, I may add that on the present pay the service is still attractive, 
0 $ is shown by the larg^e number of competitors for eiUeritig it. 

As regards the second and third i>ortion8 of Babu Jitendrnlal 
Bannerjee’s amendments, these proposals would make a fundamental 
difference in the status between the Upper and Lower Divisions and 
would practically make the Ui>per Division merely a sui)erior scale 
of the Lower Division. These two divisions are two different services, 
recruitment to them being effected normally by examination of very 
different standards. This rule has l)een relaxed to the extent of a 
maximum of 3d l/3rd j)er cent, of the Upjier Division iH>sts to serve 
as a prize for outstanding merit in the Lower Divi.sion. The standards 
required for the two divisions, however, are far aimrt, and mere 
aptitude for office routine is not a sufficient (jualification for UpjH^r 
Division work. The present obligatory pro|>ortion of one-third gives 
to the deserving Lower Division Assistant his opportunity of winninj^ 
promotion to the Upper Division, and to iiicreiise thij^ proportion 
further would not be a stej) in the advancement of efficiency in the 
Secretariat. There is no ground, therefore, for increasing the scale 
of pay and. thereby causing unnecessary c(»st to (lovernment, w hich 
cannot afford any extra exp(m<litui*e. 

Mr. W. L. TRAVERS: May I ask the HonM)le Member if he cun 
give us any idea as to what increased ex|x»nclitur»‘ the ado])tion of 
either of the pro|K)sals would mean ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. MARR: No, Sir, I have not worked out the 
figures, but Babu Jitendralal Bannerjee tells us that it would mean^ 
ultimately, an increased exptmditure of about a lakh of nij)ees and, 
as I have said, we cannot {H)ssil>Iy afford any extra new’ exiHUjditnie 
at present. 

Mr. M. ASHRAF ALI KHAN CHAUDHURI: The question that 
I have got to answer now' is what the Hoiridc MemlsM’ has just now 
referred to in his reply, and that is this, that the (lovernmeiit of India 
are extravagant. Well, they may be extravagant or they may i»ot be 
extravagant, but this much is ceHain, that the Assistants of the 
offices which are controlled by the (Government of India are getting 
pay which is much more than w'hat the Assistants of the Lower Divi- 
sion of the Bengal Secretariat are getting. This is a matter of fact. 
Now, the Hon’ble Memlier has admitted the fact that a certain num- 
ber of clerks of the Lower Division do the work of the Upper Division 
clerks. We might have understriod if a rea.sonahle number of them 
had been working like that, but when we find that about half of them 
are working like that, what inference are we to draw? The only 
inference that I can draw is tbis, that unle.s8 they were competent 
enougli do tbe work, they would not have been allowed to do that 
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sort of work; or, if the posts in the Upper Division had been increased, 
they would not have been allowed to do that work. It is, therefore, 
clear that it is absolutely necessary to increase the posts in the Upfier 
Division, but instead of doing so, you are saving that much of money 
by making the Lower Division clerks do that work without paying 
for it. You are getting as efficient work from them as you do from 
the Upper Division clerks. 

Now, as regards the fact that the service is still attractive, I can 
say that every service will lie entered into, no matter what pay you 
give. Take, for instance, the case of Deputy Magistrates — ^if I may 
be allowed to say without any disrespect to the service — they will 
enter the service even if you give them a pay, say, of Rs. 100. Now- 
a-days i)eople have got to make their own living; but what sort of 
living they will make on that |>ay is the question. Will you get 
efficient work from them, and will they l>c able to make both ends 
meet? If they cannot, then you will l)e the sufferer, and you should 
look to that. This question naturally resolves itself into the question 
of supply and demand; but so far as human beings are concerned, 
this question does not arise, as it is not an article of commodity which 
you can buy in the bazar. You hiwe got to keep them up, you have 
got to feed them, you have got to got efficient work from them. I 
have already said that you are getting more work for less pay. As 
far ns the cost is concerned, I think it will be not more than Rs. *11 
per head on an average.

Amenchnent of the Rules for the Recruitment of the Executive Branch 
of the Bengal Civil Service. 

Maulvi TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, with your permission, T heg 
tp move, ill the ahsence of Hahii Maheiidru !Natli Maiti the rescdution 
which stands in his name. 

1 move that this (\)un< il recommends to the Government that the 
rules for the recruitment of the Executive llranch of the Bengal 
Civil Service he amended in the following manner: — 

(t) that the provision that a Suh-Deputy Collector nominated for 
promotion to the Bengal Civil Service should not ordinarily 
exceed 40 years of age lie pern\anently done away with ; 

(i?) the present system of promotion which includes the following 
procedure lie abolished altogether: — 

(1) first, nomination by District Officers, 

(2) xeconftly, selection by the Divisional Commissioner of 

two candidates out of the whole number nominated by 
all Collectors of his division, 

(3) thirdly, selection by the Board of Revenue of some 

nominees out of the number nominated by the fivt 
Commissioners and by other departments, and 
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(4) fourthlyy final selection by the Governor in Council 
from the number nominated by the Board of Revenue 

(iti) that provision be made to the eftect that promotion of a Sub- 
Deputy Collector to the Henjaral Civil Service should be made 
according to seniority alone and directly by Guvernnient.” 

In moving this resolution, I only want to say a few word>. It 
seems to me that the position of the Sub-Deputy (\)llector is a very 
anomalous one. The Sub-Deputy (\dlectors and Deputy (\dlectors are 
recruited from the same class of people. So far as I'niversity (piali- 
ficntions are concenmd, there is no difference whatever, and in other 
respects also there is hardly any difference. If then* is any difference, 
it is only in the qualification of official backing or, in other words, 
in the great qualification of being the sons or sons-in-law of a well- 
known class of people. The SulvDeputy Collectors from the begin- 
ning of their service smart under grievance. They labour under a 
disadvantage which does not seem to be right. So far as the purjiose 
of this resolution is concerned, it is only to remove the difficulties 
that stand in the way of their promotion. The Sub-Deputy (^)llector, 
in order to be promoted to the higher service, has to Kafisfy certain 
tests. First of all, he must not he above 40 years of age, and, Mccomlly, 
be has to undergo a very curious pro(‘ess of filtration and purifica- 
tion without which he cannot enter the higher service. I'hc (lurpose 
of the resolution is only to remove this difficulty, so that these men, 
who are as qualified us the Deputy (Ndlcctius, may have their griev- 
ances for promotion remedied. 

Mauivi ABUL KA8EM: T rise to support tlic motion which has 
been placed before the House. The (luestion of })ay and ju-ospectfr 
and promoti(m of Sub-Deputy Collectors has been engaging the atten- 
tion of Government for many years now. But up till now nn satis- 
factory solution Ijas been arrived at. The Sub-Deputy (Collectors are 
recruited in the same manner as Deputy Collectors, or inembers r)f 
the rtengal Civil Se rvice as they are now called. IMieir educational 
qualification is the same, their status in life is the same, and what 
is more they perform the same duties. But, unfortunately, owing tc^ 
bad luck, they hn%'e a lower status in .serv'ice, and tliey get a lower 
scale of pay. This resolution wants to do away with the present 
system of promotion. The mover has brought to notice a certain 
anomaly in the present process. T want to draw the attention of the 
House and of the Government to one more anomaly. As at present 
arranged, the initiative for promotion c'omes from the Collector. 
The Commissioner then considers the rec'ommendations from varioua 
Collectors and, finally, the question comes up before Government. 
It fio happens — and it is not a rare case — that in one particular 
division there are two or three very able and senior Sub-Deputy 
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Collectors, whereas in another division the Sub-Deputy Collectors do 
not come up to the required standard of promotion. Under the present 
arrangement the Commissioner cannot recommend more than two 
/officers for promotion. In a particular district, there may be more 
than two Sub-Deputy Collectors fit for promotion, and it happens that 
they have got to wait and, in the meantime, they pass the age-limit, 
and sf^ there is no promotion for them ! Sir, in the matter of promo- 
tion, I think the (kdlector should have the initiative. They know the 
work of each of the officers, and then the Government who have 
gt)t the 8ervi(!e-books of these officers should choose from among them 
fit persons for promotion, irrespective of the divisions in which they 
iiie employed. The resolution says that promotion should be made 
on stmiority alone. But I do not agree with that. Seniority in the 
matter of promotion should not be the only criterion. There are other 
things to be (ionsidered — meritorious service and seniority next. I believe 
there will be no grievance if the Government collect all the re])ort8 of all 
the (officers and then (dioose the proper men for promotion. Under 
the present arrangement, there have been cases where very able Sub- 
Deputy (kdlectors, strongly i-ecommonded by Commissioners, have 
not succeeded in getting promotion. In these circumstances, I submit 
that the resolution ought to be accepted by Government, if not in its 
entirety, at least substantially. I think that the grievance of the 
Sub-Deputy (k)l lectors in the matter of promotion is a just one. 1 
also think that no distinction should be made at the time of recruit- 
ment between the Provincial and the Subordinate Services. 

B'Sbll JITENDRALAL BANNER JEEs T w'ish to add one w'ord 
of testimony in favour of the Siih-Deput y (k)llectors. A better 
<<Ieseiving and worse treated class of men than these Sub-Deputy 
<kdlectors is impossible to conceive of. As lias been pointed out bv 
previiius sjieakers, the social status of these Sub-Deputy Collectors is 
imich the same as that of Deputy C-ollectors, their educational quali- 
ticatioMH are the same, sometimes much better, and they perform the 
Millie ‘^ort of work, and yet there is an enormous difference l)etwepn 
their respective pay and prospects. Their grievances ought to he 
remedied. I do not exactly know' liow' this is to he done, but Govern- 
ment ought to devise means by wliicli their legitimate claims can be 
taken into full consideration. One way*in which it can be done is 
by abolishing the age-bar of 40 years for promotion. Under the 
present arrangement, ns soon as a Sub-Deputy Collector passes his 
40th year, he is debarred from promotion. A more arbitrary arrange- 
ment it would be impossible to conceive of, and it should be abedished 
as quickly as possible. 

Khan Bahadur Maulwi AZIZUL HAQUE: Sir, I had no intention 
to take part in the debate in connection with this relation. But 
I think I should submit one or two remarks in this connection. I 
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lU) not uutlei stand why there should he an uge-linut in the ease ol Sul>- 
Deputy (kdlectoi's in rejfaid \o their promotion. When a Deputy 
Ma^'-istrate is i)romoted to the Distrirt Ma^Mstracy, he is often invalid. 
When a luemhej ot the Jleii^al Jiulieial Seiviee is promitted to a 
District Jiul^^ship, he is (vtten at the end ot his term. 1 do not knou 
exactly whethei* memheis of the Indian ('ivil Seivice are delamed fr(»ni 
jn^omotion aftei the> have passed their 4(Hli \eai. If there is no sin h 
lule. any where, I <h» not see an\ reason wh\ there slnmld he this 
distinction in tlie (ase (d jiinioi seivice. 1'heie is a vei\ stronj^- feeling- 
re^rai’din^ the case of tlie Suh-l)eput\ (kdlectois. Many ot us etuisidei 
that they are not taiilv treated in this mattei I think, iindei tin* 
present system of recruitment, the Sul»-l)eput\ {'ollectois are chosen 
as a lesult of the same examination whi<h the Depot \ Ma^»'istrates 
have to pass — only the men at tln^ top ot the list aie apjiointed as Depot \ 
Magistrates and men lower down in the list aie appointed in the junioi 
service. Whate\ei that ma\ he, Suh-l)eput\ (kdlectois have proved 
themselves to he \aIoahle ottii eis in tlie higher sto \ ices attei jnonndion. 

J can cite several instances. I am not soic, howe\ei, whethei ooi 
poijiose will he met h\ a lesohition «)t this kind, Dot at tin* same 
time we want an assurance tioni tin* lloiThh* M«*nihei in chai^i* that 
this mattei' will leiene due < oiisideiat nm at his iiamls, and that as

Hon’ble Mr. A. N. MOBERLY): I do not piop.se to ^o inti> the mam

Seivne. It is .i \ei,v iai^c i)Ucstn.i(. iinlerd. and it toi nis no jiail ol 
this lesolutioij. 'I'ln* lesoliition a«tmdl\ deals with thiee spe<ili( 
IMiints. I had the pirasuic last Novcmhei ot me«*tm>.; a deputation 
tioni the Jicngal dnnioi Civil Scrviia*. and we diseussed vaiioiis t|ues- 
tions 'Iheic wcie (Citain i|Uestnms whnh I was iinahlc to go into 
at all, and theie wen* otheis vvhn h I said should he considered 
Among the i|ucstnms which we decnieil should he «<msideied was this 
i|uestion ot doing awav with the age hai.

As re^fur<lH the second part of the resolution, I agree that Maulvi 
A bill Kiisein lias made out a g<M)d case against the existing arrange- 
menls. The seivice also, F know, feel that tin* present arrangeinent 
IS noi ideal. I a<‘cordingl\ askiMl Ihem to fcuinulate their ideas as to 
the system of promotion which sliould he followed. I have recently 
receiv(*d their suggestions and theii letter and the pioposals of my 
di*j)artment will also lie laid lietorc (fovernment as a whole. 1 may 
slate that tlie projaisals of the Bengal .lunioa’ '(’ivil Servic:e them- 
selves do not tally with the third part of this resolution.

there, (gambling booths an* oj>em*d to whieh the visitois are attract- 
ed. Tbev ai(' pievailed upon to join in gambling, and tln>sc reluctant 
to do so aie bullied b\ the rowdies eiig-ag'ed for tlie pur|K>He. They 
gamble a wav not onlv all the moi»e\ thev bring with them, hut «ome- 
tinies even some of theii clothes! A gc»od deal of misery is thus 
canseil, and the ])eace of the sacred place is diMur>»fHl.

The ielea was that it woulel ]>lae'e jrieat pe»wers eif blaekmail in the 
hands of eeidain persems if we extended the Act to fur distant 
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villajfeH, and it mijfht alHo cause j^reat hardship to witnesses to have 
to go to distant courts. CWditions have (;haii^i:ed and communica- 
tions are now better, and projiosals have l)een leceived from various 
places for a wider extension of the Act. Accordin^jly, in 1926, Gov- 
ernment consulted the (.\)minissioners as to whether they recommended 
the extension of the A(d, whether the extensions recently made had 
ju’oved effective, and whether they considered that the evils which it 
was sought to (control by the Act were really greater than the evils 
which might be caused by the lack of sujvervision and the consider- 
able inconvenience caused to witne.sses in coming to distant courts. 
After considering the replies, the Government oi Bengal decided last 
()ctol)er that the policy then existing should l)e modified, and that the 
Act should l>e extended more freely than before, (rovernment are now 
])j-epaied to extend the A4t to municipalities and other urban areas 
where the local officers are satisfied that gambling is prevalent and 
there is a i>ul)]ic demand for the extension of the Act to check the 
existing evil. 

As regards rural areas, as 1 pointed out just now, we cannot extend 
the Act wholesale to large tracts such as an entire sulnlivision or 
thana, or even a union board area, as such, be<ausc we can haidly 
call a subdivision a “ j)lace *’ or a union a “place,” but Govern- 
ment will l>e juej)ared to (‘xteiul the Act fl•eel^ to jdaces in which 
there aie ])eriodical IkU.s, hazars, mrlas and simila! gatherings which 
affdi'd legular facilities for gambling, j)rovided that tin* local author- 
ities repoit, after j)i<){)er iiujuiry, tliat there is a g<*nuine demand for 
the extension of the Act, ami that gambling alicadv exists in tlie 
aiea t(> which its extension is ]>ro]M)s<Ml. The criterion that the jdace, 
to which it is ])roposed to extend the Act, must l>e in tlie vicinity of 
an established (‘ouid, a ill not be insisted upon in future, pi'ovided 
that the Government are satisfied that the local offieejs, in the course 
of their imjuiries, have pointed out to the local j>eople that if the 
Act is extended, cases thereumlei \\\]\ ordinal•il^ lx* hied at the sub- 
divisional or <listrict head(iuai ters and have asceitained that they are 
pi'epared to attend the courts to give evidence until the evil is 
suppressed. If there is a real jmblic demand for its suj)pression, tlie 
public will not object to undergoing^ the trouble of giving evidence in 
cases undei’ the Act. If the bxal officers, h(^wcver, find that there 
is a definite disinclination on the jiart ot the public to go to head- 
(piarters oi- elsewhere, the\ will 1h* justitieil in not lecommending 
the extension of the Act. unless the evil is so serious that the Act 
must be extended and the attendance of witnesses enforced. 

The thing really has now come to thi.s : We are giving lo(*al 
option to the inhabitants of places where gambling is prevalent. If 
the local people really desire that gambling should be suppressed, if 
they are jirepared to give evidence even at some inconvenience to 
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themselves, and if the local otticers find that there is leully jjfaiubling, 
we will extend the Act to those areas; otherwise, we will not extend 
the Act wholesale. T do not propose to oppose this motion; on the 
other hand. I am not prepared to accept it, hecnnse I want the j»rinci])le 
of local (»ption to come iiL 

Mauivi ABDUL KARIM: 1 am ;;:lad that Mi. MdUciIn has seen 
his w*ay to jrivin^ this assnram-e. The limitation.'^ and i *st rid ions 
mentioned hy him are not (piite d(‘sirahle, hnt I hope that in conise 
of time, aftei putting foith this Act into operation, thev will set' 
their way to mo(lif\ these limitation'^ and ri'striitions. 1 leave 

of the House to withdraw’ my motion.
